1.  David  Roe,  an  early  settler  at  Plashing,  Long  Island, 
died  there  between  Dec*  26,  1702,  when  ho  made  his  will,  and 
July  12,  1707,  when  It  was  proved.  Owing  to  the  destruction  of 
the  Flushing  records  by  fire  in  1789  the  year  in  which  he  be¬ 
came  a  resident  Is  unknown,  but  it  was  probably  about  1566,  Pie 
was  certainly  there  by  Cct,  9,  1675,  when  a  rate  or  tax  list 
was  made.  His  taxable  property  was  listed  as  follows:

In  1698,  when  the  Provincial  Census  of  New  York  v/as  taken, 
the  David  Roe  household  consisted  of  himself,  his  wife  Mary, 
daughter  Mary,  and  a  negro  named  Sam. 

The  following  abstract  of  David  RooTs  will  was  published 
in  the  Collections  of  the  New  York  Historical  Society  for  1892, 
page  445: 

MIn  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  David  Roe,  of  Flushing  in 
Queens  County,  being  weak  and  indisposed  of  body.  I  leave  to 
my  son,  Nathaniel  Roe,  all  my  housing,  lands  and  meadows  ip  the 
town  of  Flushing,  and  my  great  cedar  chest,  which  stands  in  my 
eastward  room;  and  4  of  the  provisions,  cider,  corns,  etc.,  and 
he  5.s  to  pay  h  of  the  funeral  expenses.  I  leave  my  son  John 
Roe  L2u,  and  my  negro  boy,  Sam,  and  the  other  half  of  the 
provisions,  cider,  corn  etc.  To  Elizabeth, Patience,  and  Mary 
the  children  of  my  daughter  Elisabeth  Toten3  Tatem,  deceased, 
LiO  each.  I  make  my  son,  Nathaniel  Roe,  sole  executor,  and  my 
friends,  Samuel  Bowne  and  Francis  Doughty,  executors  in  Trust 
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Dated  December  26,  170 2.  Witnesses,  Henry  Taylor,  Jonathan 
Thorne ,  J ames  Clement . M 

Some  items  in  the  original  will  were  omitted  in  the  above 
abstract.  To  his  daughter,  Mary  Smith,  he  gave  his  Negro  girl, 
Hannah.  He  mentioned  his  carpenter’s  tools,  from  which  it  appears 
that  he  was  both  carpenter  and  farmer.  From  his  will  and  the  rate 
lists  it  is  evident  that  he  was  in  good  circumstances.  Only  six 
persons  in  Flushing  paid  a  higher  tax  in  1683. 

Pie  did  not  mention  his  wife  Mary  in  his  will.  She  was 
living  in  August,  1698,  when  the  census  was  taken;  died  evidently, 
before  Dec.  26,  1702,  when  her  husband 'made  his  will.

7.  John  Roe,  son  of  David  and  Mary  ( - )  Roe,  was  prob¬ 

ably  born  in  Flushing,  Long  Island,  about  1672.  He  removed  to 
Gloucester  County,  New  Jersey,  shortly  after  his  first  marriage. 

He  received  money  and  a  Negro  boy,  Sam,  by  will  of  his  father, 

Dec.  26,  1702.  Presumably,  he  had  received  a  portion  of  his  share 
of  his  father’s  estate  before  his  removal  to  New  Jersey.  The  early 
land  records  of  New  Jersey  furnish  information  about  his  holdings. 

The  following  records  are  from  the  New  Jersey  Archives,  First  Series, 
volume  21 :

John  Reading  of  Glocester,  yeoman,  to 
John  Roe  of  Long  Island,  yeoman,  for  100  acres  in  W.J.,  to  be 
taken  up  as  part  of  one  full  share  of  W.J.,  bought  of  Samuel 
Robeson  Sept.  2,  3.696. 

1697-8  March  1.  Deed  .  Thomas  Taper,  husbandman,  to  John 
Roe,  yeoman,  both  of  Glocester  Co.,  for  100  acres  ih  said  Co., 
adjoining  grantee,  bought  of  John  Reading  September  10,  1696. 

1698  Sept.  29,  Deed.  Thomas  Gardiner  of  Burlington,  yeoman, 
to  John  Roe  of  Glocester  Co.,  yeoman,  for  1-10  of  a  share  of  W.J. 

From  the  above  deeds  It  appears  that  John  Roe  "of  Long  Island” 
moved  to  Gloucester  County,  Now  Jersey,  between  Oct.  1,  1696 
and  Mar eft  1,  1697/8. 
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The  following  abstract  of  his  will  was  published  In  the  New 
Jersey  Archives,  First  Series,  vol.  23,  p.392:

John  Roe’s  w ife,  Grace,  mentioned  in  his  will,  was  his  second 
wife.  Her  first  husband,  William  Ward  of  Upton,  Gloucester  County, 
died  before  Aug.  21,  1702,  when  the  inventory  of  his  estate  w as 
taken*  Administration  of  his  estate  was  granted  to  his  brother 
Israel  Ward,  Sept.  1,  1702,  the  widow  refusing  to  act. 

John  Roe  appointed  John  Hedger  as  one  of  his  executord. 

John  Hedger  ’o  son  Joseph  had  a  son  John  who  was  called  "a  relation1' 
by  David  Roe,  son  of  John,  in  his  will,  Feb.  14,  1783. 

The  first  John  Hedger  was  a  resident  of  Upton  in  Gloucester 
County,  New  Jersey,  by  Aug.  15,  1695,  when  land  bought  of  Isaac 
Wood  was  recorded  to  him.  (New  Jersey  Archives,  First  Series, 

Vol.  21,  p.  683).  Oct.  5,  1695,  John  Roe  had  land  recorded  to 
him  bought  of  the  same  Isaac  Wo$d.  John  Hedger’s  previous  residence 
is  not  stated  1$  New  Jersey  records.  He  may  have  been  related  to 
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the  Hedgers  of  Long  Island,  Joseph  Hedger  of  Flushing,  Long  Island, 
Led  a  son  Uriah  and  John  Roe  had  as on  Uriah,  an  unusual  name. 

John  Hedger  had  ason  Joseph,  as  above  mentioned.  Joseph  Hedger 
of  Flushing  may  have  been  a  brother  of  John  Hedger  of  Gloucester 
C  o i  in  t y ,  N e  w  J er  s  ey  • 

Grace  Roe,  widow  of  John  Roe,  moved  to  Svesham,  Burlington 
County,  Hey/  Jersey,  where  she  died  before  Jan.  25,  1758,  when 
David  Roe  of  Gloucester  Township,  Gloucester  County,  signed  bond  as 
administrator  of  her  estate.  Ho  relationship  was  expressed  In  the  ## 
record. 

At  least  three  of  John  Roe’s  children  were  born  after  1702, 
when  Grace  wa s  the  Widow  Ward.  If  John  Roe’s  second  marriage  took 
place  shortly  afterward  Grace  was  the  mother  of  the  younger  children. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  David  Roe  was  not  called  her  son  in  the 
probate  records  it  is  believed  that  he  was  her  stepson.  If  this 
theory  is  correct  John  Roe’s  first  wife  was  the  mother  of  all  of 
his  children.  That  she  was  a  sister  or  near  relative  of  John 
Hedger  seems  probable.

3.  John  fioe,  Jr-.,  eldest  sen  of  John  Hoe  and  his  .first  wife 

(perhaps  Hedger)  was  born  about  1694,  in  Flushing.,  L.I.  By 
March  1,  1697/8  the  family  had  removed  to  Gloucester  County, 

N.J.  After  his  father’s  death  he  probably  resided  with  his 
stepmother  for  several  years  and  then  went  to  Long  Island 
and  married  Nov®  lu,  1717,  at  Jamaica,  Elizabeth  Siex,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  record.  Between  Sept.  7,  1718  and  Dec.  28,  1719, 
they  removed  to  Gloucester  County,  New  Jersey,  where  they  re¬ 
mained  until  1729,  when  they  settled  In  Hempstead,  Long  Island. 

At  Hempstead  they  attended  ST.  George’s  Episcopal  Church, 

where  five  of  their  children  were  baptized.

4.  William  Roe,  youngest  son  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  (Siex  or  Sikes)  Roe,  v/as  probably  born  about 
1739  on  Long  Island.  There  is  no  record  of  his 
baptism  at  Hempstead.  Prom  this  fact  it  is  In¬ 
ferred  that  he  was  born  at  Oyster  Bay.  He  married 
Mary  Feke  or  Feake  of  Oyster  Bay  (marriage  license 
March  24,  1764).  She  was  a  daughter  of  Charles  and 
Catherine  (Tillear  or  Tilley)  Feke  and  was  born 
October  20,  1743.  MaryTs  grandfather  v/as  a  Baptist 
preacher  and  she  was  probably  a  member  of  this  church. 
William  Roe  was  baptized  June  13,  1773.  The  meetings 
of  the  local  Baptist  Society  were  held  occasionally 
at  his  house  in  Lattingtown,  Oyster  Bay. 

Serg.  William  Rpe  v/as  a  patriot  and  in  1777  and 
afterward  furnished  secret  Information  to  aid  the 
American  Cause  until  this  fact  was  revealed  to  the 
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enemy  and  he  was  obliged  to  flee  for  his  life*  At  that 
time  the  British  were  in  control  of  Long  Island,  May  4, 

1782  he  came  to  Oak  Neck,  Long  Island,  under  a  flag  of 
truce  and  on  May  7,  1782  took  his  wife  and  children  to 
''ye  main  shore, ,f  The  temporary  residence  of  the  Hoe 
family  was  probably  at  or  near  Stamford,  Conn.  He  was 
taken  prisoner  Dec,  11th,  1782,  by  the  Hessian  hirelings 
of  the  British  Army  and  probably  remained  a  prisoner 
until  the  close  of  the  war  in  1783. 

In  1787  he  lived  in  what  is  now  Mason  County,  Ky. 

He  was  one  of  the  numerous  persons  who  signed  a  petition 
that  Mason  County  be  set  off  from  Bourbon  County,  The 
County  seat  of  Boubon  County  was  Paris,  making  it  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  petitioners  "to  pass  through  dangerous 
Indian  Country. "  Mason  County  was  established  in  1788. 

William  Roe  bought  100  acres  of  Charles  Pelham  and 
Isabella,  his  wife,  P’eb.  10,  1791.  This  land  was  on  the 
north  fork  of  the  Licking  River.  He  sold  this  land  Sept. 

28,  1796;  his  wife  Mary  signed  with  him,  Hi3  name  appears 
In  later  land  transactions. 

He  was  appointed  constable  of  Mason  County,  May  27, 

1789.  The  Washington  Mirror,  published  in  Mason  Co.  mentions 

William  Roe  as  an  auctioneer  In  the  paper  for  April  21,  1798 

and  in  some  later  issues.  •

In  1810  he  and  his  wife  were  living,  according  to' census 
records.  He  was  described  as  a  shoemaker  and  the  owner  of  five 
slaves.  They  ware  not  mentioned  in  the  1820  census  of  Mason 
County  and  there  Is  no  record  relating  to  the  settlement  of 
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his  estate*  Perhaps  they  moved  to  Ohio,

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May  8,  1816,  he  bought  land  several  miles  southwest  of 
Hagerstown  in  Wayne  Co.  His  next  move  was  to  St,  Joseph 
Co*  Ind,  before  Aug,  10,  1838,  when  he  bought  a  farm 
about  five  miles  north  of  South  Bend,  He  died  Aug,  18, 

1838,  His  wife  died  Aug,  13,  1838,  They  were  buried  on 
their  farm. 

Charles  Roe  died  intestate.  His  son,  William,  was 
appointed  administrator.  He  had  disposed  of  a  consider¬ 
able  portion  of  his  propert  during  his  lifetime  by  gifts 
to  his  children,  probably  at  marriage  or  soon  after. 

Like  his  father  and  grandfather  he  was  a  farmer 
and  shoemaker.  He  w as  described  by  his  grandson,  Charles 
B.  Roe  of  Arlington,  Iowa  as  about  five  feet  nine  or  ten 
inches  in  height  and  his  weight  was  about  150  pounds. 

His  hair  was  black.  In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  his 
time  he  wore  knee  breeches.  He  was  quick  and  active  in  his 
movements  and  a  great  worker.  In  one  day  he  made  thirty 
sugar  troughs  and  a  pair  of  shoes  and  attended  a  barn  raising  in 
the  afternoon. 

His  wife  was  "heavy-set"  weighing  perhaps  from  160 
to  170  pounds.  She  was  somewhat  inclined  to  take  life  easy, 
but  was  a  good  housekeeper.  In  those  days  people  rode 
horseback  to  church  and  other  places.  She  had  a  fine  black  horse

In  1652  Samuel  Platts,  who  settled  In  Rowley,  Mass,, 
brought  a  letter  from  England,  dated  March  29,  1652,  and  signed 
by  Robert  Adkinsoh.  Another  letter,  dated  April  11,  1659,  was 
written  at  Fixby,  Halifax:  Parish,  Yorkshire,  England,  The  first 
letter  was  addressed  to  his  "Louing  Brother",  who  was  Thomas 
Atkinson  of  Concord,  Mass.  These  letters,  now  in  Middlesex 
County,  Mass,  files  at  East  Cambridge,  have  been  vised  in  the 
settling  of  Thomas  Atkinson’s  estate.  The  first  letter  Is  help¬ 
ful  in  determining  the  time  of  Samuel  Plait’s  arrival  In  New 
England.  Presumably,  he  sailed  a  short  time  after  the  letter 
was  written  and  reacjyd  some  Massachusetts  port  the  smmmerof 
1652.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  wife,  three  children,  his  slate 
Sarah,  and  undoubtedly  a  relative,  Jonathan  Platt3. 

The  family  name  in  England  was  Gaukroger,  or  Gawkroger. 
Jonathan  Gaukroger,  son  of  John  Gaukroger  of  Soyland  was  bap¬ 
tized  at  RIppondem,  Sepb.  12,  1630.  (Elland,  Yorkshire,  Parish

Register,  ppge  300.)  Soyland  Io*six  miles  southwest  of  Halifax. 
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in  Soyland. 


Jonathan  Platts  probably  lived  with  the  Samuel  Platts 
family  after  their  arrival  in  New  England  until  Jonathan  married 
December  5,  1655,  Elizabeth  Johnson  of  Rowley,  Mass*  (see  Johnson) 
Elizabeth  was  an  orphan  but  her  brother,  John,  afterward 
known  as  Capt.  Johnson,  and  'other  relatives  lived  in  Rowley* 

Before  her  marriage  she  lived  in  the  home  of  the  minister,  at 

Rowley,  Rev*  Ezekiel  Rogers,  whose  second,  wife  whom  he  married 

< 

in  1651,  was  Mary,  widow  of  Thomas  Barker*  Thomas  or  his  wife 
was  isolated  in  some  way  to  Elizabeth. 

At  an  early  date  it  was  unlawful  for  a  man  "to  court  a  maid" 
without  the  consent  of  a  patent  or  guardian.  In  March,  1655, 
Jonathan  Platts  was  fined  5E  for  "indevorlng  to  draw  awaye  the 
afeotions  of  mr  Rogers  his  mayd".  At  that  time  a  fine  of  5L  was 
considered  a  large  amount.  Jonathan  probably  paid  the  fine  and 
in  some  way  secured  the  necessary  permission  to  marry  Elizabeth. 

In  Rowley  church  records,  Dec*  19,  1667,  it  is  stated  that 
Jonathan  Platts  son  of  a  Godly  father,  member  of  a  Congregational 
Church  in  England  had  by  his  wife  (a  woman  of  good  conversation  & 
well  esteemed,  yet  not  a  member  in  full  communion)  children  whom 
he  dosired  ft#  ##  might  be  baptized".  Aug *9,  1668,  four  children 
of  Jonathan  and  Elizabeth  were  baptized. 

Jonathan  Platts  was  mentioned  in  early  records  and  in  town 
record  s  as  a  land  owner*  He  was  a  selectman  in  Rowley  in  1668 
and  again  in  1671*  He  deposed  in  March  1665  aged  about  thir by- 
four  yoars  (Essex  County  Mass,  bourt  Becords  vol*o,  p„240). 

His  age  was  correctly  stated  as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
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date  of  his  baptism. 

He  died  in  1680,  but  the  exact  date  is  uncertain,, 

According  to  Essex  County  Probate  Records  his  v/ill,  dated 
July  24 ,  1680,  was  proved  Sept,  28,  1680,  but  Rowley  town 
records  state  that  he  was  buried  July  18,  1680,  Prom

these  conflicting  records  it  appears  that  either  one  or  the 
other  must  be  wrong. 

While  dome  members  of  the  family  in  England  changed 
the  name  Gaukroger  to  Plstts  others  retained  the  name  Gau-

Although  record  proof  is  lacking  that  he  hod  children 
there  is  strong  evidence  that  he  had  sons,  Jonathan,  Moses  and 
David  who  were  mentioned  in  Hew  Jersey  records.

The  Essex  Comity  record  in  1722  mentioned  Jonathan  as  deceased 
hut  did  not  state  that  his  wife  Elizabeth' was  also  deceased.  She 
IT- ay  have  married  again.  If  so  and  removed  to  New  Jersey  she  took 
ryer  Platts  children  with  her.  It  seems  practically  certain  that 
Jonathan,  Moses  and  David  Platts,  minors  under  eighteen  years  of 
age  in  1715  would  not  have  removed  to  Nev/  Jersey  unless  accompanied 
with  a  relative.  Widow  Elizabeth  had  relatives  in  Essex  Co.  Mass, 
and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  she  would  have  reinained  there 
unless  there  was  some  good  reason  for  removing  to  southern  New  Jersey. 
It.  seems  Impossible  to  suggest  any  other  satisfactory  theory  con¬ 
cerning  the  Platts  brothers  in  New  Jersey.  Therefore  we  conclude

1.  It  is  believed  that  Lt*  Robert  Feake,  son  of  James 
and  Judith  (Thomas)  Feake,  was  born  in  the  parish  of  St. 

Edmund  the  King,  Lombard  St.  London  about  1602.  The 
records  of  this  parish  before  1670  are  missing.  He  came 
in  the  Winthrop  Fleet  in  163O;  requested  to  be  admitted 
freeman,  Oct.  19*  1 6 3 0 ;  was  accepted  May  18,  163I  He  settled 
in  'Watertown,  Mass,  where  he  soon  became  prominent.  Sept.  4, 

163?  he  was  a  lieutenant  under  Capt.  Daniel  Patrick;  in  1634, 
1635*1636  he  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Court.

His  homestead  in  Watertown  was  next  owned  by  Thomas  Bright,  who 
sold  it  to  Col.  Wm.

part  of  Watertown  which  became  the  town  of  Waltham,  was  named  in

his  honor.  He  owned  land  in  Dedham,  Mass,  which  he  sold  in  1638.

*  This  name  appears  as  Feke  and  Feeks  after  his  death 
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In  1640  lie  was  associated  with  Capt.  Daniel  Patrick 
in  the  purchase  of  tract  of  land  in  Connecticut  on  which 
the  town  of  Greenwich  was  established*  They  secured  title  by 
deed  from  the  Indians,  dated  July  18,  1640.  April  9,1642 
Robert  Peake  was  mentioned  as  sick.  Perhaps  in  that  year  he 
began  to  show  mental  weakness  and  by  1648  he  was  probably 
insane.

Elizabeth  Pones  was  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Pones,  apoth¬ 
ecary  of  London,  England,  and  his  wife,  Anne  Win t hr op ,  sister 
of  Governor  John  Winthrop.  According  to  printed  statements 
she  was  born  Jan.  21,  1609/10,  at  Groton,  England.  Konry 
Winthrop,  her  first  husband,  was  her  cousin.  The  date  of  her 
death  y/id  unknown,  but  it  was  before  1669  when  William  Hallett*  s 
wife  was  Susanna,  the  widow  of  William  Thorne.  The;y  separated  in 
or  before  that  year  and  she  tried  to  secure  a  d5,vorce.  Their 
contention  s  aro'us ed  /-6r  attracted  the  attention  of  the  courts

If  he  was  af Dutch 
descent  he  may  have  been  in  the  Jacob  Gerretse,  C-erretsen 
of  Richmond  County,  New  York,  who  gave  his  brother  John  a 
power  of  attorney  in  1691  to  sell  land  on  Smoky  Point. 

Jacob  and  John  appear  to  have  been  sons  of  Gerrit  Segers 
mentioned  in  various  records  in  or  near  New  York.  He  witnessed 
a  baptism  March  6,  1650  in  the  Dutch  Church,  New  York. 
According  to  the  Dutch  system  of  names  his  sons  would  be 
Gerritsons  and  variants.  Jacob  is  called  Garretson  and 
Garrison  in  We st  Jersey  records. 

One  Seger  Garrison  of  Salem  County,  New  Jersey, 
married  Susanna  Huckins.  (Mar.  license  May  30  1738)  She 
was  a  daughter  of  Roger  and  Sarah  Huckins,  b.  3/12/  1715 » 
according  to  to  the  records  of  the  Salem  Monthly  Meetings. 

Presumably,  Segar  Garrison  was  born  in  or  before  1715*  His

name  implies  that  he  was  a  descendant  of  Gerrit  Segers 9 
above  mentioned.  Segor  Garrison  was  living  in  1771 »  when

.  John  (1)  Gilman,  son  of  John  and  Ann  (Gurney)  Gilman, 
baptized  Feb.  17*  1638/9*  at  Hingham,  England,  came 
with  his  brother  Charles  to  New  England  in  or  about  1658. 

They  went  at  once,  to  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  where  they 
had  relatives.  After  residing  there  for  about  ten  years 
John  Gilman  exchanged  some  land  in  Exeter  for  a  horse  and 
removed  to  Piscataway,  New  Jersey,  where  his  brother 
Charles  had  settled. 

May  14,  1678  he  submitted  his  account  as  administrator 
of  the  estate  of  his  kinsman,  Israel  Foulsham,  bachelor, who 
died  at  Piscataway.  Israel  Foulsham,  or  Folsom,  was  a  son 
of  John  and  Mary  (Gilman)  Folsom  and  a  grandson  of  Edward 
Gilman,  John  Gilman's  uncle  $  hence  Israel  Folsom’s 
mother  was  John  Gilman's  cousin. 

John  Gilman  was  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  East  Jersey  in  1675*  From  this  fact  io  t  appears  that 
he  was  a  man  of  considerable  prominence.  He  removed  to 
Cohansey,  N.J.,  where  he  secured  two  hundred  acres  of 
land  Feb.  28,‘l686/7  from  Freedom  Lippincott.  This  land 
’was  in  the  part  of  Salem  County  afterward  included  in  Gum- 
bcrland  Co.  N.J.  Cohansy  was  called  Cesariae  River  in  early  records

He  mentioned  his  wife  Rachel  and  pro¬ 
vided  for  an  expected  child.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  was 
taken  March  20,  1695/6.  Presumably  she  died  of  child  birth. 

In  addition  to  the  posthumous  child  it  is  believed  that  Racel 
was  the  mother  of  the  daughter  Rachel;  it  is  uncertain  whether 
the  second  Mary  was  by  first  wife,  Elizabeth  Goddard,  or  by 
the  second  wife,  Rachel.

John  Goddard,  James  Wall  and  William  Ghadbourne 
signed  a  contract  March  14,  1633/4  with  Capt.  John  Mason 
of  London  to  build  mills  for  Mason  at  Newich,  N.H.  Evidently, 
these  men  were  carpenters.

Three  Johnson  brothers,  John,  Robert  and  Thomas, 
came  from  Yorkshire,  England  at  an  early  date  and  settled 
in  N'W  Haven,  Connecticut.  John  Johnson,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  owned  a  house  in  New  Haven  in  1639 •  He  sold 
this  property  to  his  brother,  Robert  and  pobably  removed 
to  Rowley,  Mass.  He  was  one  of  four  Yorklshire  men  who 
secured,  dWne  27,  1636.  a  mortgage  for  L=45  on  land  in  Boston, 
owned  by  John  Jollife  and  William  Chesebrough.  October  7, 

1639  Thomas  Barker,  Francis  Lambert  and  John  Punderson  joined 
with  William  Chesebrough  in  the  sale  of  the  property  to 
Thomas  Savage.  May  14,  164  0  Thomas  Barker  and  Francis  Lambert 
signed  releases  and  acquittances  in  behalf  of  themselves  and 
Johnson's  children  who  were  minors.  There  is  clear  evidence 
in  essex  County,  Mass,  records  that  Barker  and  Lambert  were 
related  in  some  way  to  the  Johnson  family. 

From  the  above  mentioned  transaction  it  appears  that 
John  Johnson  died  between  June  27 »  1638  the  date  of  the 
mortgage  and  Oct.  7,  1639 »  v/heh  the  property  was  sold. 
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For  particulars  concerning  these  matters  we  are  indebted 
to  statements  in  Lechford's  Manuscript  Note-book,  pages  1 
and  2.  In  the  name  book  is  an  entry  relating  to  the  in¬ 
ventory  of  John  Johnson's  goods  just  before  the  releases 
by  his  associates. 

The  Early  Records  of  Rowley,  Mass,  page  40,  mention 

a  lot  owned  by  John  Johnson,  Jan.  10,  1643/4.  This  lot  lot 

was  probably  secured  by  John  Johnson,  senior,  before  his 

death  and  was  part  of  his  estate.  His  son  John  w as  a  manor 

at  that  time.  The  lot  may  have  been  assigned  to  the  son  as 

part  of  his  s  are  of  his  father's  estate.  The  probate  records

William  Ludiam,  miller,  an  early  settler  at  South- 
Hampton,  Long  Island,  died  there  between  April  27,  1965, 
the  date  of  his  will,  and  June  7»  1665,  when  it  was  proved.. 

His  wife  Clemence  was  not  mentioned  in  his  will.  She  was 
probably  deceased. 

He  left  his  lands  to  his  sons  Henry,  Anthony, 
and  Joseph.  To  his  oldest  son  William  he  gave  a  cow.  Pre¬ 
sumably,  William  Jr.  hgd  previously  received  nearly  all 
of  his  share  of  his  father’s  estate. 

William  L  udlam.Senior ,  claimed  an  estate  at  Mat- 
lock,  Derbyshire,  England.  He  often  urged  his  son  William  Jr. 
"to  see  after  the  estate"  The  son  intended  to  go  to  England 
for  this  purpose  but  he  died  in  about  two  years  after  his  fath¬ 
er's  death  without  taking  steps  to  claim  the  estate. 

In  1702  plans  were *made  by  John  Ludiam,  oldest  son 
of  William  Jr.  to  recover  the  property.  He  appointed  an  attor¬ 
ney  to  act  for  him.  The  depositions  and  papers  in  connection 
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with  the  case,  published  in  the  New  York  Genealogical 
and  Biographical  Record,  vol.15,  p*  93*  are  of  great 
interest  and  throw  light  on  the  family  history.  From 
one  of  the  depositions  we  learn  that  William  Ludlam,  JR. 
and  his  sister  Grace  sailed  from  England  in  May  1648  in 
the  ship  "Triall"  and  reached  Boston  in  July.  At  that 

time  William  Jr.  was  about  twenty  years  of  age.  The 
other  members  of  the  Ludlam  family  came  later.

Ludlam  w as  probably  born  at  Matlock,  Derbyshire,  Eng.  His 
father  settled  at  Southampton,  L.I.  Afjier  Joseph  became  of 
age  he  removed  to  Oyster  Bay,  L.I.  He  was  mentioned  in  his 
father's  will  as  follows: 


"  I  do  give  unto  my  son  Joseph  by  now  dwelling 


House  with  two  acres  of  Land  adjoining  to  the  Mill  and 
Mill  Pond  on  the  east  side  of  the  Mill,  and  with  fifty  pound 
coming  to  him  and  his  Heirs  forever." 


June  15,  1668  he  received  a  grant  of  land  at  Oyster 


Bay  presumably  as  an  inducement  to  settle  there.  His  land 
transactions  were  quite  numerous.  He  acquired  Centre  Island# 
formerly  called  Hog  Island,  Oyster  Bay.  He  was  a  cooper. 

He  was  elected  as  operseer  in  1683  and  1683* 


If  he  married  about  the  time  he  secured  the  grant 


at  Oyster  Bay  his  older  children  must  have  died  young. 
Joseph  the  eldest  child  of  record  was  born,  probably,  in 
or  near  l6?9» 


Joseph  Ludlam  died  March  16,  1698.  His  widow 
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Elizabeth  died  August  22,  1723*  She  was  not  a  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Deborah  (Underhill)  Townswnd  as  stated  by  some 
writers.  See  the  American  Genealogist,  vol.  14,  p.  5  et  seq. 

There  is  evidence  that  Elizabeth  Townsend  married  one  of  the 
sons  of  Joseph  (£)  Ludlam,,  but  it  is  uncertain  whether  she  married 
Joseph  Jr.  or  Charles.

Matthew  Prior*  sailed- from  England  after  Sept.  15 
l663»  when  he  was  appointed  manager  of  Major  Daniel  Gotherson's 
estate  on  Long  Island.  Major  Sotherson  resided  at  Egerton 
House,  Godmersham,  Kent,  England.  Before  he  left  England 
Matthew  Prior  had  acted  as  bailiff  for  two  estates  in  England 
belonging  to  Gotherson. 

One  John  Scott,  who  claimed  to  be  a  relative  of 
Major  Gotherson's  wife,  induced  her  husband  to  purchase  land 
on  Long  Island  which  he  claimed  that  he  had  secured  from  the 
Indians.  He  showed  what  appeared  to  be  a  valid  deed  in  support 
of  his  claim.  The  Prior  family  and  John  Scott  came  in  a  vessel 
commanded  by  Capt.  John  Platt.  After  reaching  L.I.  Prior  found 
that  Scott's  deed  from  the  Indians  was  a  forgery.  Plans  having 
been  made  to  arrest  Scott  he  fled  and  succeeded  in  reaching 


England  where  he  caused  considerable  trouble.  Major  Gotherson's 
loss  exceeded  S  2000  and  Matthew  Prior  secured  only  a  small 
part  of  the  debt  due  him.  For  particulars  concerning  these 
matters  see  "Doroyhy  Scott,  otherwise  Gotherson  and  Hogben  of 
*  This  name  spelled  Prior,  Friar,  Fryer  etc.  in  recordo 
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Egerton  House,  Kent,  l6ll  -  1680.  Anew  and  enlarged  edition 

by  G ,  I) .  Scull,  Oxford,  1883*"  The  troubles  arising  from 

the  dealings  with  Scott  are  also  mentioned  in  the  Cock-Cocks-- 

Cox  Genealogy,  second  edition,  by  George  £2  Cocks  and  John  Cox 

Jr.  and  in  the  Underhill  Genealogy,  Vol.two,  by  Josephine  C.  Frost. 

The  land  to  which  Scott  claimed  title  was  in  BHook- 

haven,  L*I*  After  residing  there  for  some  time  Matthew  Prior 

removed  to  Matinecock,  Oyster  Bay,  L.I.  where  he  resided  un~

til  his  death.  His  home  lot  and  housing  in  Brookhaven  were  sold 
by  the  town  Oct.  24,  1665  for  the  use  of  the  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Brewster . 

Matthew  Prior  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Society 
of  Friends.  Some  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  were  held 
at  his  house.  He  helped  settle  some  differences  Feb.  2 7;f#$# 

I087/8,  betv/een  John  and  Hope  Williams,  sons  of  Robert 
Williams.  According  to  the  Encyclopedia  of  American  Quaker 
Genealogy,  by  William  Hinshaw  vol.3.  P  438,  he  died 
before  aug.  1692.  His  widow  Mary,  whose  maiden  name  has  not 
been  found,  died  July  4,  1700. 

Matthew  Prior  and  his  wife  were  probably  married 
in  Kent,  England  about  1650.

"The  Sheppards  of  Fenwick's  Colony"  is  the  title  of 
an  important  article  by  Y/alter  Lee  Sheppard,  Jr.  in  The 
American  Genealogist,  vol.  15,  pp  15  ~  29.  Evidence  is 
presented  that  four  brothers  -  David,  James,  John  and  Thomas 
Sheppard  came  from  Tipperary,  Ireland,  and  settled  in  New 
Jersey.  It  is  believed,  tha.t  they  were  of  English  descent. 

According  to  this  article  the  father  of  the  four 
brothers  may  have  been  David  Sheppard  and  the  grandfather, 
Thomas  Sheppard.  David's  wife  was  Eve,  perhaps  Eve  Walen. 

David  Sheppard  is  first  mentioned  in  New  Jersey 
records  Sept.  20,  1667  when  he  bought  "half  of  $00  acres 
at  Cohansey  in  Fenwick's  Colony."  David  was  described 
as"now  sojurning  in  Burlington."  The  other  half  of  the 
tract  was  purchased  by  James  Peirce,  Sept.  20,  1688.  The 
tract,  formerly  in  Salem  County,  N.J.,  is  now  in 

Cumberland  County.  Presumably  David  settled  on  his  land 

> 

shortly  after  making  the  purchase. 

He  did  not  live  long  after  becoming  a  resident  of 
Cohansey-  When  he  made  hi3  will,  Nov.  20,  1695,  he  owned

Nicholas  Simkins,  aged  $6  or  thereabouts  op 
Musketa  Cove,  now  Glen  Cove,  Long  Island,  deposed  Dec. 20,  1683 
concerning  the  first  settlement  of  Oyster  Bay  in  1653*  From 
his  statement  it  appears  that  he  was  born  in  or  about  1627 
and  that  he  took  part  in  the  first  settlement  of  the  town.

He  owned  land  in  Oyster  Bay  which  v/as  afterward  sold  by  his 
son,  David  Tiller,  as  his  name  is  spelled  in  the  record. 

In  1913  George  W .  Cocks  of  Glen  Cove,  Long  Island 
prepared  an  account  of  the  early  history  of  the  Tillear-

Michael  Watson,  who  died  in  Mason  County,  Kentucky, 

in  February  1819,  was  a  resident  of  Manalltbn  Township, 

Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1785  and  1786,  according 
to  the  tax  lists  of  that  county.  His  son-in-law,  Richard 
Conway,  was  mentioned  in  the  same  lists. 

He  was  in  Mason  County,  Ky.  by  Sept.  19 »  178?, 
when  he  signed  a  petition  to  have  Mason  County  formed 
from  Bourbon  County.  The  petition,  signed  by  Michael 
Watson,  and  many  others,  received  favorable  action  in  1788. 

December  23,  179^  he  purchased  a  farm  of  William 
Tripplett.  This  farm  consisted  of  156  acres  situated  on  or 
near  the  waters  of  the  Upper  Mill  Creek  and  was  near  land  owned 
by  John  Conway. 

Michael  V/atson  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife 
and  mother  of  all  his  children  was  named  mary.  She  signed 
a  deed  with  her  husband  Sept.  1,  1806.  On  that  date  they 
made  a  deed  of  gift  to  their  son,  Abraham  Watson.  An  aged 
descendant  of  Michael  and  Mary  Watson  thought  that  Mary’s 
maiden  name  was  Wallis  or  Wallace.  She  was  living  in  1810 
when  the  census  was  taken,  bijt  died  before  Jan/  31.  1817, 
when  her  husband  married  (2)  Rebecca  (Thomas)  Johns,  widow 
of  David  Johns.  Rebecca  was  much  younger  than  her  second 
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husband . 

Michael  Watson  made  his  will  Jan.  31 1  18.19 »  to  which 
he  added  a  codicil  Feb.  16,  .1819 •  According  to  one  record, 
evidently  incorrect,  he  died  Feb.  10,  1819*  Probably  this 
should  be  Feb.  19,  1819 .  Widow  Rebecca  was  dissatisfied  with

Michael  Watson  appointed  Samuel*  Strode  and  Samuel 
Pollard  as  executors  of  his  will.  They  sold.  114  acres  belong¬ 
ing  to  his  estate  Dec.  27,  1820. 

According  to  the  1810  census  Michael  Watson  was  the 
owner  of  five  slaves.  His  son,  Michael  owned  four  slaves. 

There  is  a  tradition  among  some  of  the  descendants 
of  Abraham  Watson  that  he  was  botn  in  the  part  of  Maryland 
called  "The  East  Shore".  According  to  the  Census  of  I8f0 
Abraham's  brother  Michael  was  born  in  Virginia.  If  the 
tradition  is  true  Michael  'Watson  ,  senior,  moved  from 
Maryland,  to  Virginia  between  1773  and  1781*  A  search  of 
Maryland  records  by  a  capable  genealogist  did  not  bring  to 
light  any  reference  to  Michael  Watson  or  any  member  of  his 
family.  Virginia  records  have  also  been  unsuccessfully 
searched  for  information  about  his  residence  ,  marriage 
and  ancestry.  According  to  the  pension  record  of  Richard  Conway, 
he  removed  from  Hampshire  County,  Virginia  (now  in  West  Vir¬ 
ginia)  in  1782  to  Pennsylvania  where  he  lived  five  years. 
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it  seems  reasonably  certain  that  Michael  Watson  also  lived 
in  Hampshire  County  in  1782  and  that  he  removed,  to  Fayette  Co. 
Pennsylvania  that  same  year. 

No  statement  about  Michael  Watson’s  age  on  1819* 
when  he  died,  has  been  found,  and  the  year  in  which  he 
married  his  first  wife  is  uncertain.  From  the  probable 
age  of  his  oldest  children  at  marriage  it  is  believed  that 
he  married  (l)  about  1760  and  that  he  was  born  probably 
about  1738.

Francis  Weeks*  was  associated  with  the  celebrated 
Roger  Williams  in  the  settlement  of  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  in  1636.  Concerning  his  associates  Williams  made 
this  statement; 

"  Yet  out  of  pity  I  gave  leave  to  'William  Harris,  then 
poor  and  destitute,  to  come  along  in  my  company. I  consented 
to  John  Smith,  miller  at  Dorchester  (banished  also)  to  go 
with  me,  and  at  John  Smith's  desire,  to  a  poor  young  fellow, 
Francis  V/eeks  (Wickes)  as  also  to  a  lad  of  Richard  Waterman's. 
These  are  all  I  remember."  William ' s "answer  to  W.  Harris  before 
the  Court  of  Commissioners,  Nov.  17,  1677."  (Roger  Williams, 
the  pioneer  of  religious  liberty,  by  Oscar  S.  Straus,  1894;  p  75) 
According  to  the  above  statement  Francis  Wickes  was 
accepted  at  the  request  of  John  Smith,  miller  of  Dorchester, 

Mass.  This  fact  implies  that  Francis  probably  lived  in  or  near 
Dorchester  and  it  seems  likely  that  he  had  been  in  New  England

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only  a  short  time.  Perhaps  he  worked  in  the  mill  as  an 
assistant  to  John  Smith.

For  some  reason  he  did  not  long  remain  in  Providence.

He  was  living  at  Grave¬ 
send  in  1647,  when  four  of  his  children  were  baptized  in 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,  N.Y.  He  was  an  inhabitant  of 
Oyster  Hay  by  1660  and  resided  there  until  his  death. 

The  baptismal  name  of  his  wife  was  Elizabeth.  She 
was  mentioned  as  deceased  in  his  will,  dated  June  25,  1687* 

She  was  living  Jan. 29,  1673.  when  she  marled  in  her  husband's 
deed.  He  died  after  Feb.  3*  1688/9  when  he  added  a  codicil 
to  his  will. 

Several  writers  have  stated  that  Elizabeth's  maiden 
name  was  Luther.  There  is  no  evidence  in  support  of  this  claim.
